) were personally acouainted with Mr. 
) Morin, and it is safe to say that not 
one of these members learned of his 
death without a feeling of persona! 
bereavement. Those a sat in the 
House with Jean Baptiste .Morin wil) 
even hold him in kindly remem. 
brance, and to be so remembered by 
one’s associates is the most beautiful 
of monuments, 

Accompanying the announcement 
of Mr. Morin’s death were ntblished 
sketches of his career, telling how 
his ancestors came from St. Etienne, 


France, away back in 1636—only 
twenty-eight years after the founding 
of Quebec by Champlain, and. six 


ears before the founding of Montreal 
by Maisonneuve, They settled in 
what is now Montmagny County, and 
some of their descendants are living 
there to this day. The late Jean 
Baptiste was born’ not far distance, 
at St. Henedine, in Dorchester. As 
a lad of sixteen he went to the United 
States to make his way in the world, 
and he succeeded. He learned the 
coal and the lumber business. He 
engaged in) both and made money 
He carried on the business of a rail- 
way contractor, amd made more 
money. After a sojourn of ° thirty- 
two years he returned to his native 
province, where his people dwelt and 
where his heart had ever been. -He 
served his parish and his county in 
municipal affairs, and in 1896, when 
the tide of Liberalism swept the 
country he stemmed it in Dorchester, 
-went-to the Mouse “0f Com ®

None of the members of his time 
heard’ more sneeches and delivered 
fewer.

earnestness. With few exceptions he 
spoke in. English, and it was to some 
extent because of his rather pictures- 
que use of a language that was not 
his mother tongue that he was al- 
ways listened to with interest and 
often with amusement. ; 

But it must not be thought from 
this that he could not or did not 
treat a subject seriously. or effective- 
ly. Nature endowed Mr. Morin with 
more than the average ability, and 
although his endowments had not 
been developed by what the -world 
calls higher education, he had been

He never failed to make his’ points, 
and when the subject was one about 
which his experience gave him special 
knowledge, his points were telling 
ones against those whose views he 
| Opposed. 

n the official, social life of the 
capital, which is open to every meni- 
ber of Parliament, Mr. Morin took’ 
| part freely and with evident. enjoy- 
lment. What made him conspicuous 
there was the unconventional manner 
in which he observed the conven- 
tionalities. 

For instance, he was invited to 
dine one evening with a prominent 
member of the Opposition. whose 
residence was on Sandy Hill, the 
fashionable quarter of Ottawa, across 
the canal and in the southeastern 
part of the city.

ways associated with St. James’ Pel- 
ace, says Modern Society, which, at 
any rate, has many historical asso 
ciations, rather than the dingy and 
ugly palace at the head of the Pro- 
cessional Road, and of which the 
Duke of We.lington once said that 
“notwithstanding all the expense that 
had been incutred in connection with 
it, there is no sovereign who is so 
ill-lodged ag the king of this coun- 
iry.”” And the words are nearly as 
true to-day as they were when they 
were spoken eighty years ago. 

Buckinghamr Palace i: relatively 
modern, and stands on the site of the 
dns of mulberry trees planted by 

ames 1. in a vain endéavor to estab- 
lish the cuiture of silk. Under the 
Restoration it was'a place of heey me 
resort where Dryden, me ee , used 
“to go and ent mulberry tarte ” Pope, 
too, was a frequent visitor, 

Adjoining the#garders was Goring 
House, owned by Lord George Goring, 
who was keeper of the gardens, On 
his death the house was purchased 
by Lord Arlington, who built a larg: 
er mansion, and called it Arlington 
House, He afterwards purcliased the 
gardens from the crown, avin there 
the firet ‘ttea” party ever held in this 
country, tea until that time being-a 
beverage quite unknown, and it is re- 
ported that he gave “three guineas a 
pound” for. it, ‘ 

In 1703 Arlington House was demo- 
lished, and on the site the Duke of 
Buckingham and his wife, a natural 
daughter of James II., erected a man- 
sion, to which they gave the name of 
Buckingham House, and in their time 
it was often the scene of many. en- 
counters between this lady and her 

articulat enemy and rival, Sarah 

hurchi!l, first Duchess of Maribor- 
ough, Eventually the house was pur- 
chased by King George III. and set- 
tled upon his consort: as her special 
property, being then known as “the 
Queen's House,” 

The royal owners took possession in 
1763, and it was there that ‘al! their 
children, with the exception of their 
eldest son, were born. The life of 
the royal couple was homely and do- 
mestic in the extreme at Buckingham 
House, and Miss porters Memoira 
are ‘eloquent on the subject of the 
spankings administered there to the 
royal children, 

uckingham House, however, saw 
very. little of the royal family -after 
the insanity of George Il], when 
George IV. came to the throne the 
palace was in a very dil ated con- 
dition. It was the new *s inten- 
tion to build a new palace, but owing 


money from Parliament for such a 
urpose King George decided to “‘en- 
ne and repair” the residence, and 
make it suitable for his sovereign rank, 
King George’s “repairs,” however, 
were of’a very elaborate description, 
and were to have been carried out un. 
der the direction of th famous archi- 
tet Nash. . 
But the king’ was so constantly 
changing the designs that by the 
time of his death, in 1830, the s8o0- 
called. “repairs” had swaliowed u 
something like $5,000,000; and the pal- 
ance uninhabitabl » and the original 
red brick building was completely 
lost in the web of new buildings of 
stone, stucco, and marble. 

lt was in this condition that Wil- 
liam IV. found the pe sin and the 
pee was the cause of no end of pro- F 
anity on the part of that monarch, al 
who would have nothing whatever to 7 
do with it, and it was not unti] Queen 
Victoria came to the throne that it 
became once more a royal residence. 
The young queen absolutely refused 
to take upher residence at the gloomy, ’ 
tragedy-haunted St. James’ Palace, so 
she decided to make George IV.’s un- 
finished palace her town residence, 
reserving St. James’ Palace for all the 
ceremonial work of the court. 

The palace was then a somewhat 
low building, with a front and two 
wings around three sides of a court- 
yard. But in 1848 Queen Victoria 
added another storey, and built the 
east wing, and transformed the old 
conservatory into a private chapel. 

In 1851. further alterations were 
made and the marble arch ‘at the en- 
trance transferred to. Hyde Park, 
where it remains, as every Londoner 
knows, w this day. During the Cri- 
mean War the queen ‘added the truly 
magnificent state ballroom, arid the 
Prince Consort laid out the beautifu/ 
grounds in the rear of the palace. 
Be long as the Prince Consort lived 
the royal family spent some time 
there each year, but when he died 
the place was once again left to the 
servants, and for forty years, with 
the exception of a visit now and again 
for a few hours, the palace remained 
practically closed. 

When the late King Edward came 
to the throne much was done to im- 
youre the palace, and once again it 

ame the town residence of the y 
King of England, but in spite of all ‘ 
the ingenuity brought to bear on ite 
improvement it still remains an un- 
comfortable residence. Now, once 
more, the workmen, under skilled ad- 
visers, have tried to make it a com- 
fortable home for the royal famil 
but to all outward appearance it sti 
remains a disgrace as the residence of 
the sovereign of the greatezt Empire 
in the world.
